Care ot the Stove. 


The various parts of a stove require care- 
ful treatment if it is to be kept shining and 
| bright in ail its parts, like the steam-enzine 

of an expert engineer. Nothing shows 
more prominently the slovenly houge-keeper 
than an ill-kept and untidy stove. Care- 
less workwomen black the stove all over, 
regardless of the pickle work, polished 
edges, mica, or anything else, and some- 
times they use blacking so freely that it 
failsto cling to the stove, and flies about 
the kitchen, covering all ot=er things with 
its untidy dust. 
Once @ month is often enough to apply 
| blacking to a stove, provided the kitchen is 
kept clean. It is easy enough to clean a 
kitchen, but she only isa model house- 
keeper who keeps her kitchen clean. This 
,implies continual care, especially of the 
j stove; care of the ashes that they do not 
| float about, and of the very blacking that it 
does not become a source of dirt. If, b 
| some untoward accident, something is spill- 
led on the stove, it should be cleaned off at 
once,and not allowed to burn into the stove. 
A heavy flannel rag should be kept on hand 
| for this purpose. In case a very obstinate 
grease-spot, kerosene, a very lictle may be 
used. Where syrup, or anything of a 
sugary nature is spilled, it is very ditBcult 
;totake it up, aud itis probably the best 
way to let it burma teachar and then take 
it up. 
| Ail these cases are unhappy, untoward 
|accidents. The expert housekeeper aces 
|not allowsuch accilents te happen often. 
It is unavoidable that a little grease should 
fali on the stove in broiling, unless there is 
a regular broiling arrangement attached to 
ithe stove. Insuch ac ae the grease must 
| be wiped off the inatant the broiling coases, 
with a heavy flanoe! cloth kept for the pur- 
pose. Otherwise it will burn in and make

of water, laid the carpet across the coland- 
jer, put on tre boiler lid and lec water boil 
; until she was sure no insect hfe remained 


| 


in the carpet. Then the carpet was taken 
| out while the water was yet boiling, and 
| was dried on the clothesline in a few hours. 
, It was then tied securely ina new cotton- 
' cloth bag, and hung up to remain while the 
| infested room was treated. This treatment 
| consisting of filling all the floor cracks with 
| putty or calcine plaster; she preferred the 
(putty. The cracks between the base-boards 

and floor are favorite hiding places for the 


| buffalo bugs. She adds that she has gon- 


ers, and these bags are shaken up occasion- 
ally to dissipate the odor among the folded 
clothing. 

Itis of no use to do one room thoroughly 
ani neglect others ; a piece bag hanging in 
the attic may conceal enough bugs to cat 
up all your carpet and they take lodgings 
in material which they do not eat, making 
journeys to better feeding places or abstain- 
ing from food until better opportunity 
comes to work destruction.
